CINCINNATI, Dec. 22.—At midnight 
this morning, the large size six-story 
picture frame and moulding factory of 
L. A. Strobel & Co., southeast comer 


EITP and Canal streets, took fire, 
entire fire department was called 
Jerry Bray, captain of the fourteenth 
fire company, went down with the fift 
floor when it fell. 
The loss when the 
building burned, a year or two ago, was 
$180,000, The present building, with 
the machinery, is new, and the stock 
and material on hand are greater than 
before, so that the present loss will ex- 
ceed that of the former fixe. At 1 ¿0 the 
wall of the building next to the ; canal 
fell «utward. 
It severely and perhaps 
fataUy wounded George Buschkamp, of 
the Fours, Morton Anderson, of the 
Ones, an unknown bystander and two 
other firemen, whose names can not be 
learned. One man, name unknown, is 
supposed to be thrown into the canal. 


LIATEE. 


CINCINNATI. Dec. 2 2 . — A fire at L . A. 
Strobel's picture frame manufactory this 
morning caused an overwhelming loss, 
and resulted in disaster to the firemen 
that is appalling. 
When Capt. Bray 
was lost in the building and burned it 
was hoped that this would be the only 
casualty. 
After the fire had been rag- 
ing for some time, a wall fell on the 
east side of the structure and the fire- 
men barely escaped in time. 
Shortly 
afterward the north wall fell outward- 
In front of it, on a lumber pile, were 
number of firemen, whose escape was 
impossible, and the brave men seemed 
doomed to death. 
As soon as the wall 
had fallen, other firemen rushed to the 
rescue of their fellow firemen and soon 
extricated Firemen Morton Anderson, 
John Aherty, 
George Bushing and 
Thomas 
Hunt, who 
were all in- 
jured more or less, and were sent 
to the hoapital. Later Firemen Davis 
and John McGum were also rescued 
and sent to the hospital, although their 
injuries were not, apparently, serious. 
John White was also injured. At the 
hospital it was found that Anderson and 
McGura were quite seriously injure^l in- 
ternally. Bushing was also badly hurt. 
The others received painful but not ser- 
ious wounds. 
It is thought the fire 
started in the fifth stoiy, in a small var- 
nish room, and can only be accounted 
for on the theory of spontaneous com- 
bustion. As far as known there was no 
fii-e about the establishment after nine 
o'clock. 
The building was 
divided 
about midway by a brick wall, with only 
two openings, and these were closed by 
iron doors. The fire was, therefore con- 
fined to the rear part, known as the old 
part, of the building. 
The goods in the 
front part, however, were damaged by 
water. 


The salvage corps did most efiective 
work in protecting the fine paintings 
and other property from damage by 
water and smoke. 
The front half of 
the building was not injured by fire. 
This reduces the original estimate of the 
loss vei-y materially. 
The estimated 
loss is now put at from S75,000 to $100,- 
000. The insurance is not yet ascer- 
tained, but will probably reach $75,000. 
Reports from the injured to-day sta 
that all are doing very well except G 
Bushkamp, (not Bushing), who is sup- 
posed to be fatally injured. 


A relief fund for the families of the 
unfortunate firemen has already been 
started by au evening paper.

A CHRISTMAS EVE VISITOR. 


ETWEEN the 
par- 
allels of twenty and 
twtMity-seven 
de- 
grees sou th latitude, 
territory nominally 
ombraced within the 
boundaries 
of 
the 
Argentine Republic 
and Bolivia, lies the 
Gran Cliaco (Great 
Wilderness) 
which 
is probably, a t 
pres- 
ent, the 
least 
known 
region 
of its size 
on the earth's surface. 
Nor is it a desert 
tract, as the reader might ac first conjecture, 
but, on the contrary, well watered, remarka- 
bly fertile, and rich in natural resources. 


That so broad an extent of country, com- 
prising not less than three liuiulrcd tho'isand 
square miles, should have remained unvisited 
and unknow n for ho long n timeiu tliis cen- 
tnry of travel is due in i)art to its geographi- 
cal position, but chiefly to the hostility of the 
Indian tribes that inhabit it. 


As indicative of the climate and general 
character of the region, it is worthy of note, 
t h a t the Indians of the Chaco are of fine 
phy«que, warlike, and remarkable for their 
longevity. 
Thus fur these savages have suc- 
cessftilly resisted the approaches of white ex- 
plorers and travelers. 


The Chaco is believed to be a paradise of 
game and of wild honey, for no less than 
seven varieties of wild bees have been found 
in its flowery f;jades. Deer, tapirs, capybaras, 
and peccaries abound, also the armadillo, 
wild «attle, wild horses, and the jaguar. The 
reptile family is also well represented, as is 
shown by the following adventure related by 
Mr. Wilhelm B. Marin, a young gentleman 
who spent several months last season explor- 
ing the course of the Ui ver Pilcomayo: 


Mr. Martin is an enthusiastic believer in the 
future of the Chaco which, he confidently pre- 
dicts, is destined not long hence to become 
the Garden State of South America. 
His ex- 
ploration was effected by means of a small 
steam launch which he shipped to South 
' America in sections, and set up nt Asuncion, 
on the Paraguay lliver. near its l onfluence 
with the Piktoniayo. 
Both the Pilcomayo 
and the Vermejo are large rivers, not less 
than eight hnndnul or a thousanfl miles in 
length, which flow down out of the i'haco and 
unite witli the Parngnay and the Parana to 
form the Uio de la Platji. 


The Stanley, as Mr. M-artin named his little 
steamer, in honor of tiie great Africau ex- 
plorer whose deeds he would eniuJate in the 
South American continent, was a well-ap- 
pointed little craft, but only al)0>it thirty 
feet in length by eight feet bea m. To serve a's 
a defence if attackcid, and to furnish a dor- 
mitory by night, an awning covered with 
sheet-iron and white-washed was carried over 
the entire length of the deck, the smoke stack 
alone rising through it. 
Wide shutters of 
•hiteiron closed in the sides, so that the en- 
itire deck could be converted into a single, 
long room, a t will. 


By night this sufficed admirably to keep 
o u t both wild lH«ist8—when the little craft 
was moored to the hank—and hostile native.s. 
Nothing conld get aboard, save perhaps at 
the small, hinged windows, one or two of 
which were generally left open for ventila- 
tion. 


This odd deck house w.orked so well, t h a t 
the voyagers "did not often feel it necessary 
t o do guard duty by nigiit, being assured 
t h a t the noise of an attack outside their iron 
sCield would rouse them in time to re(iel the 
assailants. 


The engine was constructed to burn wood 
instead of coal. The j)arty atul crew consis- 
ted of Mr. Marin iind a feilow-exiiiorer, Mr. 
C. P. Luth, an Am<'ric;in engiiifi-r, hired in 
Buenos Ayres, wliose name was Sa( ket, a 
cook called Lugar, and two gauchos of 
the 
cowboy stam]), natives of Hosui io in the Ar- 
gentine countiy. 
These hitler were wood- 
jcutters, firemen, and men of all woi k to the 
party. 


The launch left Asuncion ou the second day 
of December, which in the Southern heniis 
phere, corresponds to June with us. On the 
day before Christmas, afif^r various < xjicii- 
ences, the party renehed the foot of wkit Mr. 
Marin terms the Third Uapids of t lie I'ili o- 
mayo, which, however, tlie watci lieia« sla< k, 
the little craft w.-is aide to siii nioiint, liy the 
aid of a line and an improvised windlass, for 
a few hundred feet of the most rapid current. 


The day before Christmas was thus em- 
ployed; and late that evening they tied up in 
the shadow of some lofty nianaunia 
nut- 
trees, to the bank above the rajiids, all being 
much fatigued from the hard labor. 


The uight was warm and there was a 
bright moon, the silvery radiance from which 
fell through the foliage of the branches of the 
« a n t tree which piojected out over the water. 
No Indians had shown themselves during the 
day,and after a hearty meal the tired explor- 
ers turned in. their arms, as usual, being set 
ready for instan»t use both fore and aft. 


"We soon fell sound asleep." Mr. Marin re- 
lates, "into that overpowering slumber %vhich 
comes from heavj' toil, apd will hold a per- 
son in its embrace for ten hours without 
waking.

tbfl branches which overhung the boat, and 
so Jay still, listening, for some moments, 
thinking, too, what an odd Christmas eve it 
was, and how different from anything I had 
mrer previously experienced.

"Immediately, too, I heard a 
m t i n g , 
scraping' noise, whidh began oni;he si de ofthe 
boat near the guards, and passed up over 
the iron sheeting of th^Cbver as if a big haw- 
ser was being hauled athwart us. The sound 
waked Mr. Luth, who started suddenly from 
sleep into a sitting position. 


"Owing to the moonlight it was not very 
dark. He paused a momeat, then saw me 
sitting up, and whispened, 'What's going on 
outside?' 


" 'Don't know,' I said. 
'Santa Claus, per- 
haps; hard sledding in this country!' 


"The scraping, grinding sound moved for- 
ward. 


"'Its IndtaDM, £ believe,* muttered Luth, 
'trying to get a b% line on us, and haul us 
ashorer 


"Improbable as this idea was, there was yet 
something in the strange, gyrating noise t h a t 
strongly suggest«! it. I heard j^ackett, or 
some o f t h e others who had their bunks far- 
ther forwani, roTtse sp, as if to listen.

After C®sar conquered Britian, forty-five 
years before the birth of Christ, the Romans 
carried their custom of celebrating the en- 
trance of Janus with gift-giving and festival«.

Year's gifts. 'The Dnuds of Britain adopted 
the Roman custom, and gave branches of 
mistletoe cut with a golden knife in thesacred 
forests.

The first debt in the 
fl 
history of man is the 
debt of nMnre, and 
the first instinct of 
man is to put off its 
payment until the last 
moment. 
Debt is not 
a crime, but it is a 
mean instrument for 
the committal of crime. 
It causes the 
poor to become poorer, the rich, richer; 
it is not a disgrace, but it often brings 
disgrace to the unfortunate debtor. 
Debt causes crime, disaster, sorrow, 
and a hundred evils. 
Many are the 
crimes 
committed 
by men to free 
themselves from the horrible monster. 


Society is everywhere divided into 
two classes — debtors and creditors. 
Both classes are composed of 
men 
with different dispositions and a due 
mixture of different qualities. 
The 
good and evil are combined in both, 
but not in such vast ptoportions that 
we cannot decide upon the merits of 
each. 
In both are men of talent and 
learning; men of religious and irrelig- 
ious turn of mind, and men of ambi- 
tious, selfish and honest motives. 
But 
in spite of this similarity 
between 
the two classes, public opinion 
has 
given one a great ascendency over the 
other. 


The successful man is he who never 
contracts an unnecessary debt. 
It is 
so the world over. 
Take the leading 
merchants, bankers, and farmers in 
any city or toAvn, and you will find 
them to be men freed from all obliga- 
tions to pay "at sight" or at any speci- 
fied time. 


Of course there always will be a rich 
and a poor class, but if fewer debts 
were contracted, 
there would not be 
that disparity between the tAvo classes 
which is now so prevalent. 
By 
the 
contracting of debts and also by other 
means, a single individual has amassed, 
in a lifetime, the enormous sum of tAvo 
hundred millions of dollars. 
The con- 
centration of so much wealth in a .sin- 
gle individual is not wholly due 
to 
debt, but debt favors it to a great ex- 
tent. 


Although 
the creditor is in some 
cases cruel and parsimonious, yet he is 
more universally respected 
than his 
contemporary, 
the debtor. 
He is a 
man Avho has the respect and confi- 
dence of his felloAV-men—of men who 
know him to be honest and trustAvor- 
thy, and that his note is as good as 
gold. 
The debtor, on the other hand, 
is regarded as a man just on the eve of 
bankruptcy. 
Everybody is suspicious 
of him; he is constantly Avatched lest 
he escape his creditors; everybody in- 
quires after him ; his office lioiirs ai-e 
disturbed by clamoring creditors; "he 
is a man of note—of promissory note."' 


"Pay as you go" is a good maxim, and 
if strictly adhered to Avill ultimately 
lead to success. 
Upon it is based the 
success of our leading business men. 
Instead of contracting neAV debts, })ay 
off 
the old oue.s, live Avithin 
your 
means, pay your debts Avhen c(mtra(ited. 
By so doing any man in any position is 
sure of siiccess. 


Snakes Swullownig Yoiiiig 


I have, on at least tV>ur occasions, 
stood by and 
Avitnessed a family of 
young snakes 
disappear 
doAvn 
the 
throat of the mother. She did not swal- 
low them; she just lay straight, Avith 
open mouth, and alloAvi'd the 
young- 
sters to go down her gullet Avith Avon- 
derful ra})idity. 


On such occasions the mother snake 
evinces the fearlessness and tenacity of 
most Avild things when trying to 


and foxes. In th« same yeat 67»54I 
animals n w n desteoyed 
wfld, ani- 
mals, bnt in tliiB ease the proportions 
are quite cUBferent, for while snakes 
were responsible, for the death of 
eleven-twélftiis of the human beings 
they only killed 2 in every 57 animals, 
tigbrs and leopards doing the .greatest 
damage. 
Tigers show 28,769, leopards 
22,275, wolves 4.275, snakes 
2,514, 
hyenas 1,312, and bears 758. 
In the 
caae both of human beings and animals 
the destruction appears to be on the 
increase ; in the former case the num- 
ber is higher than for any of the pre- 
vious ten years, and in the latter it is 
third in ten years in point of numbers 
killed. 
At the same time the numbers 
of wild beasts killed and the rewards 
paid for that purpose are increasing. 
In 1886 22,417 wild beasts were de- 
stroyed and 417,596 snakes.

cago. as he opens his morning paper, 
has the satisfaction of knoAving that no 
important event that has hai)pened any- 
where in thS knoAvn Avorld the day be- 
fore has been missed from its neAvs 
columns. 


Editorially, the Chicago newspapers 
are in no respect infeinor to the best 
l)ublished eiseA\-here 
in the 
United 
States. 
There is. it is true, running 
through a nmjority of the articles, an 
indescribable (|ualitv due to the influ- 
en(ie of a community Avhere, ai-cording 
to the local slang, "everything goes and 
goes like thunder, " a disjjosition to carry 
a jKjint by the use of the bludgeon in- 
stead of the more artistic flourish of 
flu 
rapier; but like most 
Western 
Avriters, Chicago editors go to the j»oint 
aimed at by A erydire<-t lines, and vrhen 
it is reached no reader has any diffi- 
culty in finding out Avhat it is.—/..

posed to be viviparious. 
|I say sup- 
posed» for 1 am by no means certain of 
it. J The mother snake Avas about the 
largest I ever saw, and I came upon her 
suddenly as I Avas tishing down a trout 
stream, very cautiously, of course. 
It 
Avas evidently a surprise, 
but 
she 
straightene»! lierself. gaA-e a short, ioAv 
hiss, and lay still Avith open mouth. In 
much less time than it takes to tell it a 
lot of little snakelings Avere rushing 
into lier mouth and disappearing with 
marvelous quickness. 
At that time 1 
Avas accustomed t ) handling serpents. 
e,ven rattlers, Avithout fear, and, Avith 
.some vague idea that she would l)e a 
prize, I made ^a dash to cai)ture her

Instead 
of attempting to dart overboard, as I 
exjieeted, she faced nie savagely, and, 
as I gra))bed lier Avith one liand around 
the body, she Avhisked her tail about 
my arm. turned, and gave me a vicious 
bite on the >>ack of the hand.

FOOD FOK MOCKIKG-BIKDS. 


A Eeading (Pa,) fancier recommends 
the following as the best food for 
mocking-birds:

Then add as much prepared mocking- 
bird food as Avill equal the egg and po- 
tato.

Dry paths tend to comfort outside 
the house and t-leanliness within. 


Bent Avhalebones can be restored and 
used again by simply soaking in water 
a feAV hours, then drying them. 


A Avineglass of strong borax water 
in a i>int of raw starch will make col- 
lars and cxifts stiff and glossy, 


A faded car})et Avill get a"somewhaf; 
neAV luster by putting a half-tumbler of 
spirits of tnr[)entine in a ba.sin of water 
and keeping the broom Avet with it 
while SAveeping. 


Tough beef is made tender by lay- 
ing a few minutes in vinegar water, or 
})ut a sp<x>nful of vinegar into the water 
in Avhich fowls or meats are boiling, 
and it will make them tender. 


To raise the pile of plush or velvet 
dampen on the wrong side Avith clean 
cold 
Avater. then hold tight across the 
face of a hot iron and rub up the 
i-rushed spot Avith a clean, stifl" brush. 


To keep lamp chimneys from break- 
ing put a cloth in the bottom of a large 
pan. till the latter Avith cold water, and " 
]»lacr the new chimney in it; cover the 
pan and b t its «-ontents boil one hour, 
then take from fire and let the chimney, 
remain in the Avater until it is cold.

The Indiana weather service bureau 
has issued its report for November.

of a plot to assassinate president-elect 
Harrison created

indignation 
among Harrison's many friends. At 
the Harrison household the story was 
unhesitatingly declared the purest fabri- 
cation. 


Tlie Supreme Court AflHruiN It. 


A legal question of importance to the 
preservation of the state school fund has 
been decided by the supreme court. 
The title of the case is: The State ex 
rel. the attorney general vs. the com- 
missioners of Bartholomew county. The 
commissioners in 1873 brought siiit 
against a township trustee for a sum of 
money which he had collected from the 
^ents of a section of school land. He 
contested, but was beaten, though the 
case was carried to the United States 
supremme court before he gave up. The 
expense to the county of this prolonged 
litigation was S2,000, which was deduct- 
ed fi'om the sum recovered from the 
tmstee before it was paid into the state 
treasuiy. 
The attorney general brought 
suit to recover this $2,000 which the 
commissioners had aiDplied to the pay- 
ment of expenses, and won the case in 
the lijwer com*t. This is now affirmed 
by the sui)reme court, which holds that 
tlie statuti! providing that the school 
fund may be increased, but never dimin- 
ished, was violated by the commission- 
ers. 
Tlie implication of the decision is 
that counties must bear the expenses of 
the management of the school funds en- 
tnisted to their care.

The Twenty-sixth CongressassemUed 
for organization Dec. 2,1832. 
Hugh A.. 
Garland was clerk. 
The question arose' 
over the contest for the seats of five Re- 
presentatives-elect, 
who, 
having 
the, 
commissions of the Governor had been 
placed upon the roll by the Clerk. 
These men were Whigs, while their op- 
{)onents, who contested the seats, were 
Democrats. Those Representatives were 
from New Jersey. 
The importance of 
the question arose from the fact that the 
House was near a tie x>olitically, and a 
Whig majority would be secured by the 
admission of the members holding the 
commissions of the Governor. 
The 
admission of the contestants, on 
the 
other hand, would give the Democrats a 
preponderance. 
The rule of the House 
then was what it is now, the difference 
now being that the statute of 1867, in- 
corporated in the Revised Statutes, Sec. 
31, has converted a usage into a law. 


The reading of the roll had proceeded 
until the State of New Jersey was 
reached, when the Clerk stopped and 
announced that he had received a differ- 
ent return as to the five members sent 
to him by the Secretary of State of 
New Jersey, as he had certified to the 
election of five Democratic 
members 
not on the roll. 
The Clerk on being re- 
quested to proceed with the reading of 
the names on the roll refused. 


The scene of disorder ensued con- 
tinued for three days, and the fourth 
day the case was stated to the House by 
John Q^dncy Ad&ms, Avho appealed to 
the majority of the House to act. 
Mrs 
Rhett in consequence made the motion, 
which was submitted by Mr. Adams, 
that the House should appoint a tempo- 
rary Chairman and organize without the 
Clerk. 
Another long contest ensued 
Avhen this was done, at the end of which 
the House passed a resolution onJering 
that the names of those be read whose 
rights to seats were not contested. 
In 
this way the House was organised and 
R. M. T. Hunter elected Speaker. 
The 
live Democrats were then admitted to 
membership, to the exclusion of 
the 
¡five Whigs who bore certificatss.—BaUl-

The silvadors, or musical jiags, found 
among the burial jilaces of Peru are 
most ingenious specimens of handiwork. 
A silvo in the William S. Yaux collec- 
tion at Philadeljihia consists of two 
vases, whose bodies are joined one tq 
the other, with a hole or opening be- 
tween them. 
The neck oi cne of tliese 
vases is closed, with the (cxception of a 
small opening in which a clay pi2)e is 
inserted leading to the Hjody of the 
whistle. 
When a liciuid is poured into 
the open-necked vase, the air is com- 
pressed into the other, and in escaping 
through the narrow opening is forccd 
into the Avhistle, the valn-fttions proiluc- 
ing sounds. 
Many rif thi se sounds rep- 
resent the notes oi ¡birds; one in tho 
Clay collection of Philadolphia imitates 
the notes of the rol^an -or some other 
member of the thrush tribe 2>eculiar to 
Peru. 
The closed neck of this vase is 
modeled into a representaticm of a bird's 
head Avhich is thrush-like in character. 
Another Avater-vase in the same collec 
tion, representing a llama, imitates the 
disgusting habit Avhich this animal i)os- 
sesses of ejecting at« saliva Avhen aa- 
raged. 
The liiss-iiag ^iound Avhich t-c- 
comjianies this actaon is admirably im- 
itated. 
A black tnibe of earthenware, 
ornamented with s, grotesque head in 
low relief, to Aviiieh short arms are at- 
tached, pressing a three-tubed ^syrinx to 
its lii)s, deserves si>ecial mention, as at 
suggests the cAobition of this instru- 
ment from a single tube to more coiii- 
plicated forms.--J/ie 67«[/

ylnd Jtuth said. 
Buth la like an untimel3p 
fig. Bom out of due season she yet testi- 
fies of what the tree is destined ultimately 
to bring forth. For it is to be noted that 
she came forth, in a sense out of doubk 
darkness; the darkness of heathen ignor- 
ance on the one side and of Israelitish dis- 
obedience on the other. 
Elimelech means 
God my King, but the departure of this man 
and his family from Bethlehem to the coun- 
try of Moab was essentially an act of dis- 
loyalty toward God. 
It but illustrates how 
low in faith and spirituahty Israel had 
sunken in the days of the Judges that lack 
of bread should be allowed to drive from 
allegiance to God and to a transgression ol 
his law. 
It was lack of trust rather that 
troubled Israel; lack of that bread 
that 
cometh down from heaven. 
Yet God brings 
good out of evil, not to the exonerating ol 
the culprits, for they are seen to haAe been 
without evangelistic intent; but. in spite oj 
their sin. to the praise of his glory. "Where 
sin abounded grace did much more abound.' 
"While we wire yet sinners Christ died for 
us." Thus does God commend his love to 
us; all goodness comes from him and him 
alone. 


T/i>/ people shah he my people and Ihy Goa 
my God. 
Very like the Avord ol llahab tc 
the spies, and. as.with her, so here it was 
countoa of God for righteousness. We have 
little conception to-dav of the intense mora' 
quality of this act. 
Missionaries who are 
confronted by the iron barrier of caste, know 
something of Avhat Ruth's act sienifled. 
It 
meant a violent breaking with all that had 
been counted dear or sacred in past life. It 
meant throwing one's self forth upon a vasi 
and vacant sea. 
Sympathy and reciprocity 
was a thing unknown among the nations.
